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The applicant's arguments filed 6/6/2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In the remarks, the applicant has argued that the cited prior art, namely Namma, does not disclose all features of the independent claims 
because he fails to disclose a "peer interface module" as recited in claim 1 and like claims. 

In response to this argument, it is maintained that Namma discloses a peer interface module as exemplified in figure 9, item 91 . Item 91 
is a virtual WWW server apparatus which communicates with other WWW servers through a data acquisition section. These servers can 
be considered peer devices and it is maintained that item 91 interfaces with them as can be seen by the extensive transfer of data 
between the devices throughout Namma's disclosure. Thus item 91 meets the limitations of a peer interface module. It is further noted 
that the applicant's comments about peer to peer file transfer do not directly address the limitations of the claims as this definition of what 
constitutes communications through peer to peer modules is not a limitation of the claims. The applicant is reminded that although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Thus claims 1-20 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Namma et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,182,116). 
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
